IF  I  were  a  printer  in  business  for 
myself,  the  first  decision  I  would 
mr.ke  would  be  as  to  whether  or  not 
I  wanted  to  incorporate  or  continue 
the  business  as  its  proprietor  not  in* 
oorporated.  The  decision  would  turn 
on  the  problem  of  liability. 

If  my  worldly  goods,  small  or  large, 
consisted  only  of  what  I  had  in  the 
business  there  would  be  no  urgent 
reason.  However,  if  I  owned  realty 
or  1  had  another  unincorporated  busi¬ 
ness  elsewhere,  I  certainly  would  not 
“place  all  my  eggs  in  one  basket.”  In 
other  words,  by  incorporating  one  of 
them,  I  give  it  an  ownership  separated 
from  the  others.  If  a  business  failure 
happened  to  one  of  the  businesses  or 
a  big  judgment  were  obtained  against 
it  or  me,  it  would  not  affect  the  other. 
Likewise,  if  the  real  estate  were  fore¬ 
closed,  I  still  would  have  a  stake  for 
support  in  the  unaffected  corporation. 

In  still  another  instance  would  I 
incorporate:  that  would  be  if  I  were 
not  the  sole  owner.  If  relatives  or 
friends  owned  a  part,  any  small  part, 
they  could  be  held  liable  as  partners 
for  all  that  the  firm  owed  if  it  should 
fail.  I  would  “insure”  them  against 
losses  in  moneys  over  their  investment 
by  giving  them  corporate  shares. 
When  entering  into  a  lease,  I  would 


see  to  it  that  all  or  most  of  these 
phases  were  covered  for  my  protec¬ 
tion: 

(1)  Specify  every  bit  of  space  used. 

If  I  am  fo  have  space  in  a  loft,  in 
addition  to  my  main  premises,  I  want 
its  size  set  forth.  If  the  basement  and 
a  garage  at  the  rear  are  included,  they 
too  should  be  mentioned  in  detail. 
Where  is  the  profit?  If  you  do  not 
have  it  specified  as  part  of  the  space 
leased,  you  receive  the  supplementary 
items  only  as  accommodations  and 
not  as  part  of  what  you  pay  for.  The 
lessor  can  repossess  and  use  the  un¬ 
mentioned  space  without  breaching  the 
lease.  You  might  then  be  forced  to 
lease  a  garage  or  storage  space  else¬ 
where  at  additional  expense.  Also,  if 
the  lessor  does  take  your  space,  you 
can  abate  and  therefore  lessen  your 
rent  expense. 

(2)  I’d  specify  a  very  broad  “use” 
of  the  premises.  Don’t  say  “to  be  used 
for  a  print-shop  and  for  no  other  pur¬ 
pose.”  You  might  want  to  go  into  the 
business  of  publishing  a  neighborhood 
newspaper;  or  include  sales  of  books 
or  greeting  cards  on  your  premises;  or 
might  have  the  opportunity  to  sublet 
part  of  your  space  for  such  purpose. 
There  is  profit  in  the  expansion  of  your 
business,  the  increase  of  income  or  re- 
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Fill  your  plant  with  work 
Others  are  doing  it  ..  . 
why  not  you  ?

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duotion  of  overhead.  If  the  lease  re¬ 
stricts  you,  you  lose  the  opening  to  earn 
more. 

(3)  As  to  the  entire  paragraph  pro¬ 
hibiting  assigning  the  lease  or  sublet¬ 
ting  the  premises,  I’d  pen  an  “X”  across 
it.  If,  while  the  lessor  is  anxious  to 
obtain  you  as  a  tenant,  you  insist  that 
that  provision  be  deleted,  he  will  per¬ 
mit  it,  or  if  “X’d”  out,  he  will  not  even 
mention  it.  The  profit?  Were  you  ever 
prevented  from  selling  your  business 
by  the  lessor  objecting  to  your  buyer 
and  refusing  his  necessary  consent  to 
assignment  of  the  lease  to  the  buyer, 
thus  “killing”  the  sale?  It’s  not  easy 
to  find  buyers.  When  the  buyer  is  lost, 
so  is  the  profit.  As  to  subletting,  it  has 
been  mentioned  above. 

(4)  I  would  also  endeavor  to  have 
an  option  in  it  for  an  additional  term. 
If  rents  “jump,”  you  can  exercise  your 
option  at  the  amount  stated  and  save 
many  dollars  each  month.  If  conditions 
do  not  warrant  it,  you  need  not  take  the 
option. 

(5)  Specify  alterations  and  decorat¬ 
ing.  Make  it  a  point  to  specify  in  de¬ 
tail  all  decorating,  painting,  electrical 
work,  repairs  and  alterations  promised 
to  be  done  for  you  by  the  lessor.  Incor¬ 
porate  it  as  part  of  the  lease  or  the 
“rider”  on  the  lease.  In  contrast  to 


oral  promises,  that  avoids  argument 
later  as  to  whether  the  promises  hav# 
been  fulfilled. 

(6)  Stipulate  a  date  as  to  when  the 
premises  shall  be  “completely  ready 
for  occupancy.”  When  moving  into  a 
new  location,  that  is  of  great  impor¬ 
tance.  Play  safe!  Don’t  take  chances 
on  moving  into  space  not  yet  ready  for 
your  occupancy.  You  may  suffer  indi¬ 
rect  losses  through  inability  to  do  your 
work  while  painters  and  carpenters  are 
working  there. 

Specify  in  your  lease  that  the  lessor 
agrees  to  have  the  premises  fully  and 
completely  ready  for  occupancy  on  or 
before  the  such-and-such  date,  time  to 
be  of  the  essence;  that  on  his  failure 
to  so  have  the  premises  ready,  for  each 
day  that  you  are  partially  or  totally 
deprived  of  their  use,  you  shall  receive 
as  liquidated  damages,  in  lieu  of  un- 
ascertainable  losses  in  profits  and  in 
use  of  said  premises,  the  sum  of  so- 
and-so  many  dollars  for  each  day. 

We  all  know  that  profits  are  earned 
as  well  in  the  savings  made  on  many 
“dribbles”  of  expenses  that  increase 
overhead.  If  I  were  a  printer,  I  would 
watch  out  for  my  interests  in  the  items 
mentioned  above  because  any  one  of 
them  can  mean  the  saving  or  losing  of 
substantial  amounts.

•  ••Live  galleys  on  cardboard  shoes  are 
not  only  a  nuisance  but  a  costly  practice 
besides.  To  leave  them  lying  around  on 
tables  and  benches,  or  in  some  out  of 
the  way  cornei,  exposes  them  to  the 
twin  dangers  of  dirt  and  damage.  And 
what  if  they  can’t  be  found  when  you 
need  them  most?  Costly  minutes,  even 
hours,  are  wasted  hunting  for  mislaid 
type  matter,  and  hour  costs  go  up  plenty 
when  any  part,  or  all,  of  a  job  has  to  be 
reset.  All  of  which  must  be  charged  to 
the  job,  and  comes  out  of  your  profits. 

Composition  and  make-up  is  a  painstak¬ 
ing  costly  process  .  .  .  and  calls  for  a 
proper  system  of  storing  work  in  process 


if  you  are  to  get  "brainwork  instead  of 
footwork.”  That  is  profitable  composing 
room  practice.  Haphazard  methods  of 
storing  live  galleys  lead  to  wasted  time 
and  effort . . .  higher  costs  and  reduced 
profits.

Act  XII  of  Showmanship  in  Business 
by  ZENN  KAUFMAN 


IN  “Judge  Priest,”  Irving  Cobb  tells 
how  a  clever  lawyer  got  a  verdict  in 
favor  of  a  Confederate  soldier  by  ar¬ 
ranging  with  a  band  to  play  “Dixie” 
outside  the  courtroom  while  the  jury 
was  coming  to  a  verdict.  On  the  other 
hand — you  have  had  a  few  years  ago 
the  spectacle  of  an  international  figure, 
charged  with  robbing  widows,  getting 
off  scot  free  because  of  the  failure  of 
the  prosecution  to  use  anything  more 
emotional  than  volumes  of  statistical 
evidence.  One  impoverished  investor, 
as  evidence  for  the  State,  would  have 
affected  that  jury  more  than  volumes 
of  records.  Five  feet  of  flesh  and  blood 
m.ight  have  done  far  more  for  justice 
than  fifty  feet  of  ledgers. 

We  like  to  think  that  we  buy  from 
logic.  No  man  likes  to  think  that  he 
doesn’t  use  his  brain.  But  the  facts  are 
that  he  doesn’t.  At  least,  not  often. 

“The  heart  has  many  reasons  which 
reason  never  knows.” 

When  Pascal  wrote  those  words  many 
years  ago  he  wrote  one  of  the  ten  com¬ 
mandments  of  merchandising.  If  you’re 
aiming  for  a  man’s  pocketbook — start 
at  the  heart — not  at  the  head.  Don’t 
start  at  his  head  when  you  can  start 


nine  inches  nearer  to  his  pocket.  Let’s 
take  an  example  in  merchandise  which 
we  all  know. 

Department  stores  sell  thousands  and 
thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars’ 
worth  of  women’s  hosiery  to  women. 
The  Gotham  Hosiery  Company  did  a 
tremendous  business  —  with  women. 
They  wanted  to  sell  women’s  hosiery 
to  men  to  use  as  a  gift  to  women.  It 
should  have  been  a  good  gift  item  but 
it  wasn’t.  Why?  It’s  too  practical.  It 
has  no  sentiment.  It’s  just  too  useful. 
Well,  here’s  what  Gotham  did.  In¬ 
stead  of  just  offering  hosiery  as 
hosiery,  they  wrapped  it  up  in  a  little 
roll  and  put  it  on  the  back  of  a  little 
Scottie  dog,  or  tucked  it  under  the  arm 
of  a  little  toy  mailman.  Or  they  put  it 
in  little  heart-shaped  valentines  or  little 
footballs.  They  took  merchandise  that 
couldn’t  be  sold  at  69c,  took  a  little 
toy  you  can  buy  in  the  dime  store  for  a 
nickel  and  that  they  bought  in  quan¬ 
tities  for  two  or  three  cents,  put  the 
two  together — the  69c  item  and  the  3c 
item — marked  them  “85c  special,”  and 
sold  thousands  of  them. 

Why?  They  didn’t  add  one  extra

of  it  to  the  wearer.  But  they  did  add 
to  it  a  certain  intangible  something 
which  we  know  as  showmanship,  as  eye 
appeal,  as  beauty,  a  little  heart  throb, 
a  little  sentiment,  so  that  you  can  hand 
this  hosiery  to  your  wife  or  your 
daughter  and  it  represents  a  little 
thoughtfulness  rather  than  just  plain 
merchandise. 

Western  Union  has  cashed  in  richly 
on  a  single  bit  of  emotional  strategy. 
I’m  referring  to  the  use  of  pictorial 
seasonal  decorations  on  telegrams. 
You’ve  seen  those  beautiful  Norman 
Rockwell  paintings  that  grace  the  tops 
of  a  21c  telegram.  A  Thousand  Dollar 
painting  that  gives  a  million  dollar 
thrill.  Time  was  when  most  of  the  emo¬ 
tional  values  of  telegrams  were  nega¬ 
tive.  When  you  saw  that  yellow  blank 
you  registered  FEAR — but  no  more. 
Actually,  you  pay  about  one  one-thou¬ 
sandth  of  a  cent  for  the  atmosphere. 
And  get,  as  I  said,  a  millon  dollar  thrill. 
And  as  a  result  Western  Union  sees  its 
greeting  business  zoom  higher  every 
year. 

Introducing  sex  appeal,  Brown-Bridge 
Mills  use  “nudes”  to  illustrate  their 
ads.  Under  the  caption:  “Curves  and 
Curls  Are  Not  Always  Desirable”  is  a 
picture  of  a  well-formed  nude  figure. 
Appropriate  copy  explains  that  curves 
and  curls  though  desirable  in  the  case 
of  the  weaker  sex  are  very  bothersome 
when  found  on  gum  papers.  Thus  em¬ 
phasizing  the  “non-curling”  idea. 

One  smart  printer  watches  papers 
for  moving  notices — quickly  solicits 
printing  of  new  stationery.  This  prompt 
attention  surprises  and  flatters  a  pros¬ 
pect.  (To  get  the  jump  on  changes  of 
addresses  you  can  get  advance  action 
by  watching  the  real  estate  news — or 
fraternizing  with  real  estate  men.) 

Adam  Kimball,  an  advertising  man 
down  in  New  York,  said  to  his  art  di¬ 
rector,  “Give  me  a  good  example  of  the 
cash  value  of  beauty,”  and  the  art 
director  said,  “Well,  Mr.  Kimball,  nine 


years  ago  I  ran  an  advertisement  in  the 
paper  to  get  a  job.  Nineteen  advertig. 
ing  agencies  answered  me  but  you  had 
the  prettiest  letterhead  of  them  all.  I 
came  here  first  and  I  went  to  work  for, 
you  the  next  day  and  I  have  been  here 
ever  since.” 

To  me  there’s  a  wonderful  object 
lesson  in  this  little  incident — a  whole 
career  hinging  on  the  emotional 
action  to  a  bit  of  good  printing. 

Sales  contests  appeal  to  pride.  One 
of  the  most  effective  contest  ideas  I’ve 
ever  seen  is  a  set  of  movable  pictures 
of  the  salesmen,  placed  in  order  of  sales 
ranking,  on  the  sales  manager’s  wall. 

“My  Hall  of  Fame,”  he  calls  it,  adding, 

“Costs  me  only  six  bucks.”  He  took  a 
picture  of  the  gang,  then  made  5  x  7  en¬ 
largements.  “They  all  like  to  see  their 
mugs  at  the  head  of  the  line.” 

There’s  no  reason  to  the  antics  of 
Orphan  Annie  or  Skippy.  Yet  they’ve  so 
endeared  themselves  to  our  nation  that 
in  a  recent  poll  the  comics  were  voted 
the  “most  read”  section  of  our  daily 
papers.  Not  the  news — with  war  in 
three  continents.  Not  the  stock  market  [ 

— with  financial  history  in  the  making.  I 
But  the  comics.  The  comics  won 
first  place  among  26,000,000  newspaper 
readers. 

In  your  selling,  to  get  publicity,  in 
your  windows,  when  you  advertise— 

Take  your  lesson  from  the  bigtime 
shows.  Use  the  same  formula  that  they 
use  on  the  air — in  the  movies — on  the 
stage — in  books — and  shows  of  all  I 
kinds.

I  get  a  perfect  slug,  but  when  casting  3t 
ems  they  are  wide  or  thick  at  the  left « 
top  end  coming  out  of  mold,  and  when  ot 
short  measure,  12  ems  body  type,  thq 
run  just  the  opposite— thick  at  right  ot 
bottom  end.  I  have  new  locking  studs  and 
bushings  and  have  tried  to  line  up  knivti 
on  this  machine  and  others  wi^  the  same 
trouble.  So  I  have  at  last  decided  on  a 
“happy  medium”  and  do  as  best  I  can  to 
keep  a  fairly  true  slug.  Any  infornutioe 
will  be  appreciated.

A  Dear  Sir:  Your  problem  conceru 
many  and  justifies  reply. 

Variations^  in  side  trim  between  long  and 
short  slugs  is  a  “bugbear”  and  a  constant 
aggravation  to  many  operators  and  machin¬ 
ists,  even  in  larger  plants.  It  is  a  con¬ 
stantly  shifting  condition  resulting  iron 
vibration,  wear  and  tear,  requires  con¬ 
stant  study  and  watchfulness,  and  accurate 
adjustments  constantly  maintained. 

A  foundation  or  base  must  first  be  es¬ 
tablished  to  insure  uniform  rigidity  before 
touching  side  knife  adjustment.  The  first 
essential  is  permanently  tight  locking  studs 
and  bushings — kept  tight.  A  loose  stud 
affects  the  trim.  Equally  important  is  sup¬ 
port  of  the  mold  slide  guide  support  screw 
at  left,  brought  up  to  a  light  bearing  under¬ 
neath,  with  machine  stopped  at  cast.  This 
up-thrust  position  of  mold  and  slide  is  then 
duplicated  when  the  slug  is  presented  to 
the  knives.  Much  variation  between  long 
and  short  trim  is  eliminated,  and  the  re 
mainder  of  the  problem  then  lies  princi¬ 
pally  in  the  knives.  A  proper  brake  frictios 
checks  excess  vibration  of  mold  disk  con¬ 
ing  to  rest. 

A  dull,  nicked  pair  of  knives  will^ 
true  up  as  sensitively  as  when  sharp.  Om 
knife  higher  or  lower  than  the  other  on  * 
bed  also  interferes — they  should  be  levd

Cardboard  Sinkers 

OOur  plant  uses  slug  composition  almost 
•  exclusively,  and,  as  you  must  know 
there  are  apt  to  be  work-ups  on  the  presses 
unless  “sinker”  are  put  in  the  forma  on 
stone  before  jobs  go  on  press.  Our  usual 
practice  is  to  use  “sinkers”  about  one  pica 
wide  and  not  more  than  one-half  point  thick 
— using  about  80-lb.  book  paper  or  about 
24-lb.  bond  paper.  Our  pressmen  evidently 
believe  that  if  a  little  “sinker”  is  good, 
then  a  larger  one  is  still  better,  so  they 
often  supplement  our  work  by  putting 
heavy  cardboard  sinkers  at  the  bottom  d 
columns  of  slugs — cardboards  fully  one 
point  thick.  This  has  the  effect  of  throw¬ 
ing  the  lines  of  type  off  their  feet.  Have 
you  had  similar  complaints,  or  do  you 
think  that  a  one-point  “sinker”  could  cause 
the  type  to  be  thrown  off  its  feet?

A  Certainly,  type  may  be  thrown  off  its 
feet  if  cardboard  as  thick  as  you  men¬ 
tion  is  placed  at  the  bottom  _  of  column. 
Since  the  whole  idea  in  putting  in  “sinkers" 
is  to  rectify  slugs  which  are  a  trifle  thinner 
at  the  bottom  than  at  the  top,  it  stands  to 
reason  that  three  or  four  thin  “sinkers” 
placed  at  proper  intervals,  will  do  the  work 
better  than  a  single  thick  one.  We  have 
seen  thick  cards  put  in  the  form  on  the 
press,  with  the  result  that  they  threw  lines 
off  their  feet  to  such  aii  extent  as  to  show 
on  the  back  of  sheet  in  impression.  This  is 
sometimes  particularly  noticeable  when 
printing  on  coated  stock.  In  rnaking  up 
forms  of  slug  composition,  it  is  well  to 
place  “sinkers”  between  columns  as  well 
as  between  lines,  as  the  slugs  are  naturally 
narrower  at  the  bottom — lengthwise — than 
at  the  top.  We  have  seen  sinkers  glued  to 
the  side  of  wooden  reglets  for  use  betw^ 
columns,  preventing  the  “sinker”  getting 
out  of  place.  This  saves  considerable  time, 
especially  on  publicatjon  work  where  a 
standard  length  reflet  is  used  between  col¬ 
umns.  Reglets  with  the  strip  on  papCT 
glued  to  it  can  be  saved  and  used  again  and 
again.

Paraformaldehyde 

The  wide  use  of  this  agent  in  devdooer* 
for  process  films  and  plates  has  aroused 
some  interest  as  to  its  history  and  fuw  3 
tion  in  developing  solutions.  Known  also  * 
as  Trioxymethylene  (Metaformaldehyde- 
Paraform;  Tnformol),  paraformaldehyde 
(CH20)a,  occurs  as  white  friable  majsej’ 
or  as  a  white  powder,  and  is  produced  by 
the  evaporation  of  an  aqueous  solution  of 
formaldehyde.  Very  slowly  soluble  in  cold  ' 
water,  but  easily  soluble  in  an  aqueous  i 
solution  of  sodium  sulfite.  | 

It  was  first  suggested  for  photographic  I 
developers  by  Lumiere  and  Seyewetz  { 
(1903),  who  employed  it  as  a  substitute  i 
for  the  alkalies  ordinarily  used  in  the  il 

preparation  of  pyro  and  other  developing  | 
solutions.  To  more  accurately  detemiine 
the  quantity  of  paraformaldehyde  used,  | 

they  introduced  (1903)  a  preparation  known 
as  FormosulUte,  which  consisted  of  a  mix-  T 
ture  of  3  parts,  paraformaldehyde;  100  ; 

parts,  anhydrous  sodium  sulfite;  and  1/lOth  - 
part,  potassium  bromid.  To  prepare  a  pyro 
developer,  1  part  of  pyrogallol  and  9  parts  1 
of  formosulfite  were  dissolved  in  100  parts  \ 
of  water. 

Used  in  process  developers,  paraformalde-  ! 
hyde  is  a  substitute  for  sodium  hydroxid.  ^ 
It  produces  great  contrast  and  density,  H 
but  does  not  attack  either  the  gelatin  (film)  j 
or  hands  in  the  manner  frequently  dis-  l!

Fotoldruck 

OW.  R.,  Wyoming,  asks  for  a  process 
*  capable  of  giving  line  impressions  in 
greasy  inks  direct  from  paper  images? 

A  Fotoldruck  is  a  method  of  this  type. 

It  was  patented  in  1905  (G.  P.  201968) 
by  Adolf  Tellkampf  and  Arthur  Traube. 
The  process  is  also  known  as  Black  Line 
Photo  and  True-to-Scale  process,  as  well 
as  Ordoverax  (R.  J.  Hall,  1907)  and  Ful- 
gurdruck  (H.  Peukert,  1911),  the  last  two 
being  nothing  but  imitations  of  the  original 
method. 

The  Fotoldruck  process  is  based  on  the 
employment  of  an  exposed  but  undeveloped 
blue  print  (cyanotype),  placed  in  contact 
with  a  gelatinous  film  containing  ferrous 
salt.  Positive  prints  can  be  obtained  from 
negative  blue  prints,  on  the  principle  that 
if  an  undeveloped  blue  print  is  placed  on  a 
set  gelatin  film  containing  ferrous  salt, 
double  decomposition  between  this  salt  and 
the  unaffected  potassium  ferricyanid  in  the 
blue  print  renders  those  areas  containing 
the  insoluble  salt  thus  formed  capable  of 
taking  on  greasy  inks. 

Cyanotypes  for  this  process  must  have 
pure  whites;  only  vigorous  prints  will  gfive 
good  results.

The  gelatin  is  dissolved  in  the  water  with 
the  aid  of  gentle  heat,  and  the  ferrous  salt 
previously  dissolved  in  a  little  water  is  then 
added  to  the  mixture.  The  object  of  the 
glycerin  is  to  keep  the  gelatin  film  moist 
and  flexible.  Thin  zinc  plates  roughen^ 
w'ith  emery  (grained  offset  zinc  will  do 
nicely)  are  coated  with  the  warm  mixture 
to  a  depth  of  about  2  mm  (l/12-in(ih). 

With  the  zinc  plate  coated  with  the 
above  composition,  an  exposed  (undevel¬ 
oped)  blue  print  is  gently  rubbed  into  con¬ 
tact  with  the  set  gelatin  film.  Only  a  few 
seconds  contact  between  the  print  and  film 
are  required.  When  the  print  is  peeled  off, 
the  lines  or  other  image  places  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  appear  matt  and  sunken  in  as  regards 
the  surrounding  and  unaffected  gelatin. 

The  gelatin  film  is  then  rolled  up  with  a 
good  letterpress  ink  which  has  been  reduced 
to  suitable  consistency  with  varnish  and  oil. 
Prints  on  paper  are  pulled  in  the  manner 
of  collotypic  printing,  except  that  mere 
pressure  with  the  hand  or  a  light  roller  is 
sufficient  to  transfer  the  ink  to  the  paper. 
With  care,  it  is  possible  to  obtain  quite  a 
number  of  impressions  from  the  gelatin 
film. 

Halftone  Stops

A  With  the  halftone  screen  placed  at  its

the  stops  should  always  be  in  a  definite 
ratio  to  the  camera  extension.  For  those 
disinclined  to  calculate  mathematically  the 
size  of  the  stop  at  a  given  extension,  the

Printing  Problems  Call  for 
Research 

Some  time  ago  I  received  an  interestiw 
letter  from  the  Technical  Director  of  the 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office  Mr 
M.'  S.  Kantrowitz.  In  view  of  the  ’growi 
ing  interest  in  research,  and  the  testing  of 
paper  to  determine  its  printability,  some  : 
quotations  from  this  letter  are  timely. 

"The  processes  which  take  place  in  print  - 
ing  and  upon  which  the  quality  and  short¬ 
comings  of  the  paper  expert  exert  an  enor¬ 
mous  influence  are  the  following:  1.  Move¬ 
ment  of  the  web  or  sheet  within  the  printing 
press ;  2,  ink  transfer  which  takes  place 
nearly  always  during  the  movement  of  the 
paper  and  which  may  be  considered  as  the 
fundamental  process  of  printing;  3  the 
drying  of  the  ink  and  the  various  inter¬ 
actions  iietween  paper  and  ink  which  take 
place  in  the  finished  printed  matter. 

“The  whole  subject  of  correlating  paper  * 
and  ink  in  the  printing  process  should  in¬ 
volve  the^  closest  possible  cooperation  un¬ 
der  technical  supervision  of  the  paper  and 
ink  manufacturers  and  the  printing-user  to 
obtain  best  results.  So  many  factors,  in¬ 
volving  so  many  variables  enter  into  the 
process  of  printing  that  it  is  often  difficult 
to  attribute  ineffective  appearance  to  very 
specific  causes.  It  is  a  matter  of  experience 
that  frequently  ineffective  printing,  blamed 
upon  the  paper  and  the  ink,  may  be  entirely 
due  to  wrong  technique  in  handling  the 
mechanical  phase  of  the  printing  process. 
This  may  be  said  to  be  especially  true  of 
the  offset  process,  which  is  partly  chemical 
in  nature,  involving  even  a  larger  number 
of  variables  affecting  the  final  results  than 
occur  in  the  ordinary  letterpress  method. 

“Of  course,  our  laboratory  tests  for 
strength,  opacity,  thickness,  smoothness, 
etc.,  are  directly  related  to  the  quality  of 
the  performance  of  the  paper  in  the  print¬ 
ing  process.  You  are  familiar  with  the  dif¬ 
ferent  printing  processes  and  their  limita¬ 
tions  with  respect  to  the  types  of  paper 
which  may  be  used.  A  very  smooth  finish 
coated  or  super  calendered  paper  permits 
the  best  contact  with  halftone  plates  in 
letterpress  printing,  and,  therefore,  obtains 
best  results  in  ink  transfer,  but  that  a  great 
variety  of  paper  stocks,  including  very 
rough  finish  may  be  adapted  for  the  offset 
process. 

“In  the  offset  process,  emulsification  of 
the  ink  may  occur  through  the  use  of  water 
and  may  produce  an  undesirable  gray  ap-

“Work  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
Properties  Sub-Committee  of  the  TechniS 
Association  of  the  Pulp  and  Paper  Ind^ 
to  make  a  careful  study  with  a  view  to  di 
veloping  laboratory  methods  of  paper  test¬ 
ing  which  may  be  more  definitely  correlated 
with  the  printing  qualities  of  the  paper  so 
that  its  performance  on  any  particular  job 
may  be  reasonably  predicted  before  the  pa- 
per  reaches  the  press. 

“Technical  studies  conducted  in  Germain 
along  this  line,  will  be  of  particular  mter- 
est  to  you.  Chief  among  the  road  breaken 
in  this  comparatively  new  field  of  investiga¬ 
tion  is  Dr.  Julius  Bekk,  who  published  an 
article^  entitled  Investigations  Concerning 
Reactions  Between  Paper  and  Printing 
Ink.  which  discusses  the  various  properties 
of  paper  and  inks  which  affect  printing. 
(Published  in  the  Swedish  Paper  News 
July  30,  1934.)  ’  ; 

“With  regard  to  adapting  the  ink  to  the 
paper  stock,  much  care  should  be  taken  to 
make  the  ink  suit  the  quality  of  the  paper 
in  absorption,  penetration,  smoothness, 
opacity,  et  cetera,  as  determined  by  tech¬ 
nical  tests.  Cooperation  between  the  paper 
maker,  ink  maker,  and  printer,  are,  there¬ 
fore,  essential  for  obtaining  best  results. 

A  hi^h  percentage  of  pigment  does  not  nec¬ 
essarily  mean  a  more  strongly  colored  print 
on  the  paper,  but  may  mean  a  weaker  one 
if  the  porosity  and  absorbability  of  the  pa¬ 
per  is  excessive.^  Most  papers  receive  iti 
partly  by  adhesion  and  partly  by  absorp¬ 
tion  ;  therefore,  the  amount  of  impression 
must  be  changed  according  to  the  type  of 
papers.  Porous  papers  require  mere  im¬ 
pression  than  smooth  and  non-absorbent 
sheets.” 

Of  course  such  research  work  as  the 
tests  cited  are  out  of  the  question  for  the 
majority  of  printers  to  undertjdce  them¬ 
selves.  By  and  large  the  printing  in  the 
United  States  is  done  by  thousands  of  small 
plants.  Only  about _  7  per  cent  of  printing 
establishments  in  this  country  employ  more 
than  20  operatives.  It  would  be  an  eco¬ 
nomic  impossibility  for  more  than  a  few 
hundred  of  the  bigger  plants  to  maintain 
laboratory  equipment  and  a  staff  of  tech¬ 
nologists.  But  the  printers  may  look  for 
assistance  to  the  more  progressive  paper 
merchants,  who  either  have  their  own  lab¬ 
oratories  or  who  are  in  close^  touch  with  a 
number  of  mills  which  are  active  in  research 
work.  They  can  also  get  assistance  from 
the  ink  manufacturers  when  any  unusual 
problems  arise.

heads  on  high  grade  bond,  with  an  occa¬ 
sional  job  on  cardboard  of  about  6  ply. 

We  would  like  to  know  what  type  rf 
press  packing  is  most  suitable  for  this 
range  of  work.  ■

A  Adjust  your  platen  to  allow  for  six  6  • 

pt.  manilas  and  three  3  pt.  hangers  of  ! 
S.  &  S.  C.  stock ;  use  6  pt.  manila  for  top 
sheet.  This  will  give  you  a  total  of  51  pts. 
of  so-called  hard  packing,  with,  however, 
suflficient  resiliency  to  take  up  minor  inac¬ 
curacies  and  yet  not  matrice  very  easily. 
With  this  type  of  packing  you  can  quickly 
makeready  and  run  halftone  work  on  coated 
stock,  as  well  as  bond  and  all  hard  paper 
jobs  including  rou^h  cover  stocks.  On  print 
paper  jobs,  if  desired,  you  may  substitute 
three  sheets  of  print  for  the  three  S.  &  S.  C. 
although  we  do  not  advocate  this.  When 
running  cardboard  or  other  heavy  stock,  it 
is  a  simple  matter  to  take  out  one  or  more 
of  the  manilas,  thus  making  it  unnecessary 
to  raise  or  lower  the  platen  for  almost  any 
kind  of  job.  Note:  Never  use  pressboard, 
as  it  is  very  uneven  and  causes  additional 
makeready.  It  also  matrices  very  easily  due 
to  its  pulpy  interior.

Light  Spots  on  Form 

0  Every  now  and  then  we  have  trouble 
•  in  making  a  job  print  solid.  T^t  is, 
there  are  light  spots,  some  nearly  bare 
showing  up  all  over  the  form,  not  only  in 
heavy  solids  but  in  light  face  type  as  well 
The  rollers  do  not  ink  the  form  evenly. 
(Bond  paper  and  ink  on  C&P  press.) 

We  have  tried  new  rollers,  raising  and 
lowering  the  rollers  with  Morgan  expan¬ 
sion  trucks,  cleaning  everything  thoroughly 
with  typewash,  washing  the  rollers  with 
warm  water,  used  different  inks,  old  and 
new,  tried  driers  (liquid)  and  waxes,  tried 
different  papers,  varied  the  amoimt  of  im¬ 
pression,  noted  the  effect  of  room  tempera¬ 
ture,  added  a  “Vibrator”  to  the  roller  as¬ 
sembly,  and  done  everything  else  we  can 
think  of.  The  only  factor  which  may  pos¬ 
sibly  have  an  effect  is  humidity,  but  we 
can  not  be  sure.  Our  only  solution  is  to 
use  about  twice  as  much  ink  as  ought  to  ^ 
needed.

A  Your  letter  anent  light  spots  on  job 
print  (C&P  press),  indicates  that 
you  have  done  about  everything  practical 
that  you  could  do  to  eliminate  your  trouble, 
especially  the  use  of  the  vibrator  which,  il 
anything  can,  should  give  you  good  cover¬ 
age.  I  believe  humidity  is  the  cause  of 
your  trouble.  I  suggest  that  you  give  your 
rollers  a  covering  of  machine  oil  after  the 
evening  washup,  wipe  rollers  with  a  clean 
dry  rag  the  next  morning.  _  Also  suggest  you 
use  paste  drier  instead  of  liquid  drier.  About 
a  teaspoon  measure  to  a  pound  of  ink.  Try 
a  heavy  bodied  halftone  ink  on  bond  paper 
instead  of  bond  ink.  .  . 

If  there  is’ any  great  amount  of  humidity, 
the  face  of  the  rollers  will  very  quickly  peel 
off  where  they  contact  the  forin.  This  is 
the  best  evidence  of  excess  humidity.

Graphic  Arts  Oddities

Dard  Hunter,  resident  of  Chlllicothe,  Ohio,  and  descendant 
of  fine  book  makers,  is  a  papermaker,  type  founder,  printer, 
and  author.  For  works  he  has  written,  he  has  made  fine 
rag  paper  by  hand,  fashioned  his  own  type,  and  handled 
the  printing,  in  person.  His  "One  Man"  books  have  com¬ 
manded  high  prices.  Dard  Hunter  enioys  the  distinction 
of  having  Won  the  gold  medal  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Graphic  Arts  and  of  being  known  as  the  first  man  in  the 
history  of  publishing  ever  to  have  made  a  book  complete. 


The  veil  of  cocoon  fabric  spun  around  fruit  trees  under  certain  circiunstances 
by  members  of  the  hydonomeuta  genus  of  the  butterfly  famUy  to  protect  their 
pupae,  has  been  found,  under  microscopic  examination  at  a  paper  testing 
office,  to  have  a  structure  identical  with  machine-made  paper.

In  the  early  Nineties  press  feeders  trav 
filed  back  and  forth  between  Chicago  and 
Cleveland.  If  business  was  dull  in  Cleve¬ 
land  several  feeders  would  hop  a  freight 
to  Chicago.  One  day  two  started  for  Chi¬ 
cago  and  were  chased  oflf  the  train  so  many 
times  that  they  finally  got  on  the  engine 
pilot.  Going  through  Indiana  one  of  them 
his  head  and  saw  a  cow  on  the  track 
some  distance  ahead.  Realizing  the  danger 
if  the  cow  was  hit,  he  struggled  to  his  feet 
and  waving  wildly  at  the  engineer,  he 
shout^— “Trip  her — trip  herl  For  God’s 
sake  trip  her !’ 

The  colored  janitor  of  a  printing  plant 
bought  a  fine  White  Jersey  Giant  chicken 
one  Saturday  morning  on  his  way  to  work, 
to  have  for  his  Sunday  dinner.

IN  the  knowledge  that  increased  pur¬ 
chasing  on  the  part  of  the  consumer 
leads  to  increased  production,  business 
throughout  the  country  has  recently 
gotten  behind  the  popularizing  of  the 
slogan,  “Sales  Make  Jobs.”  We  are 
informed  that  already  there  is  evident, 
due  in  large  part  to  this  action,  an  up-

ward  movement  in  business  conditions 
It  may  be  too  early  to  predict  the  re^ 
suits  of  a  movement  such  as  this,  but 
surely  there  is  nothing  to  lose*  and 
much  to  gain  in  encouraging  purchas¬ 
ing.  Spending  stimulates  circulation 
in  the  economic  system. 

Graphic  arts  organizations  in  many 
parts  of  the  country  are  lending  as¬ 
sistance  to  the  movement.  Aside  from 
giving  support  to  a  worthwhile  work, 
these  groups  will  also  help  to  increase 
the  volume  of  printing.  Not  only  is 
printed  literature  needed  to  give  im¬ 
petus  to  the  movement  and  help  it  into 
steady  forward  motion,  but  more  and 
more  printing  will  be  necessary  as 
more  and  more  jobs  are  filled. 

We  urge  our  readers  to  fall  in  line 
behind  this  movement ;  themselves  to 
give  publicity  to  the  slogan  “Sales 
Make  Jobs,”  and  to  encourage  buyers 
of  printing  to  give  publicity,  preferably 
printed,  to  the  slogan.  We  urge  fur¬ 
ther  that  our  readers  themselves  live 
up  to  the  slogan,  for  in  doing  so,  the 
printer-readers  will  not  only  help  cre¬ 
ate  jobs,  but  may  also  profit  in  that 
they  buy  equipment  and  supplies,  be¬ 
fore  the  prices,  due  to  bettered  busi¬ 
ness  conditions,  rise.

For  Numbering  Machines 

If  you  want  to  keep  your  numbering 
machines  in  good  condition,  just  try  this 
for  a  while. 

Cut  a  block  of  wood  the  same  size  as 
your  numbering  machine  used  in  the  form 
and  when  you're  finished  running  and  ready 
to  tie  up,  slip  the  block  of  wood  in  place 
of  the  machine.  With  a  stiff  type  brush, 
clean  the  machine  out  with  kerosene.  After 
the  oil  has  drained,  dip  a  piece  of  stiff 
bond  paper  in  sewing  machine  oil  and  slide 
the  end  down  between  the  wheels  so  that 
the  shaft  which  the  wheels  rotate  on  will 
be  well  lubricated.  Using  the  same  method, 
lubricate  the  sides  of  the  plunger. 

When  this  is  finished,  put  the  machine 
away  in  a  dustproof  box. 

The  next  time  you  want  a  machine 
you  have  one  all  ready  for  use.  Besides 
this  method  of  giving  trouble  free  operation, 
it  will  add  a  long  time  to  the  life  of  a 
machine.

To  Handle  Stock 

Many  printers  use  glycerine  to  help  them 
handle  stock  when  feeding  a  press  but  here’s 
a  trick  that’s  more  helpful.  Saturate  a  small 
piece  of  felt  with  a  solution  of  turpentine, 
1  oz.  and  yellow  rosin  54  oz.  Fasten  the 
felt  to  your  left  wrist  with  two  rubber  bands 
and  moisten  the  finger  tips  occasionally 
while  you  are  feeding.^  You  will  find  that 
you  can  grasp  the  individual  sheets  easily. 

This  idea  is  practical  whether  you  are 
feeding  a  cylinder  or  platen  press.  Or  you 
can  use  it  any  time  you  are  handling  paper.

Now  and  then  every  printer  runs  acoss 
a  platen  press  job  that  has  a  limited  amount 
of  gripper  space.  For  instance,  a  soHd, 
bleeding  on  the  width  of  the  sheet  eliminat¬ 
ing  the  use  of  strings  and  rubber  bands, 
leaving  only  the  edges  for  grippers.  By 
glueing  a  strip  of  K*  sponge  rubber 
to  each  gripper  you  will  find  that  it  will 
invariably  take  care  of  most  problems  of 
stripping  sheets  from  the  form.

When  I  have  a  short  two-color  run  I  set 
only  one  form  just  as  I  would  for  any  run 
of  the  shop  single  color  job.  This,  I  lock 
uo  place  on  the  press  and  after  taking  an 
impression  on  the  draw-sheet,  glue  a  piece 
of  Mteen  pound  bond  to  the  under-side  of 
the  grippers.  I  then  take  an  impression  on 
this  sheet  after  which  I  cut  out  all  parts 
which  are  to  be  run  in  color.  Make  ready 
under  all  parts  to  be  printed  in  the  first 
run  then  proceed  as  usual.  When  the  run 
is  completed,  simply  lift  the  form  and  lift 
out  the  printed  lines,  fill  in  with  quads  or 
slugs  and  go  ahead  with  the  second  run. 
This  saves  a  good  deal  of  time  and  mate¬ 
rial  in  the  composing  room.

A  new  plan  for  the  solution  of  the  out- 
m^ed-typesetting-machinery  problem  has 

wSed  out  by  Joseph  T.  Mackey, 
SSdent  of  the  Mergenthalw  Linotype 
Smpany.  and  copies  oT  a  booklet  explain- 
the  pkin  are  being  presented  to  all 
nowsoaoer  publishers  and  printing-plant 
proprietors  in  the  United  States. 

The  plan  makes  it  possible  for  the  own¬ 
ers  of  outmoded  typesetting  machines  to 
convert  those  machines  at  once  into  liquid 
values  by  means  of  credit  memoranda  to  be 
issued  by  the  Mergenthaler  organization.

In  its  simplest  application,  this  plan 
provides  that  the  owner  of  an  old  type¬ 
setting  machine  may  sell  it  outright  to  the 
Mergenthaler  Linotype  Company. 

In  payment  he  receives  a  credit  memo¬ 
randum  in  the  agreed  amount. 


The  Mergenthaler  Company  removes  the 
machine  from  his  plant  and  scraps  it. 

The  credit  memorandum  is  good,  dur¬ 
ing  a  period  of  five  years  thereafter,  for 
ten  per  cent  of  the  purchase  price  of  new 
products  of  the  company,  including  new 
Linotypes  of  current  model,  matrices,  maga¬ 
zines,  molds,  liners,  spacebands  and  all 
parts  and  supplies  made  by  the  company. 

The  credit  memorandum  is  negotiable, 
wholly  or  in  part.  It  may  be  broken  up  into 
smaller  units  of  twenty-five  dollars  or  more, 
and  any  or  all  of  the  units  may  be  sold 
if  the  owner  so  desires. 


"Our  purpose,”  says  Mr.  Mackey,  “is 
not  to  interfere  with  the  right  of  owners  to 
sell  or  deal  with  used  machinery  with 
whomsoever  they  may  choose,  nor  is  it  the 
intent  to  interfere  with  dealers’  legitimate 
rights  in  the  purchase  of  any  used  machin¬ 
ery.  There  will  naturally  come  upon  the 
market  from  time  to  time  a  certain  amount 
of  used  machinery  that  has  real  economic 
value,  and  our  effort  and  aim  are  not  di¬ 
rected  toward  that  type  of  machinery  that, 
by  reason  of  being  outmoded,  obsolete  and 
uneconomical,  should  properly  go  to  the 
scrap  heap. 

"Other  manufacturers  are  invited  to  fol¬ 
low  the  same  sort  of  plan  or  to  develop  im¬ 
provements  in  it.  We  are  for  the  best  plan 
that  can  be  devised  to  serve  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  industry.” 

The  main  idea  of  Mr.  Mackey’s  plan 
totes  back  to  the  days  of  the  N.R.A.,  when 
It  was  offered  by  him  to  the  graphic  arts 
equipment  industry.-  Code  authorities  ap¬ 
proved  It  as  a  forward-looking  plan  “to 
Mlve  a  situation  which  had  a  depressing 
etfect  on  all  capital-goods  industry.”

Compounding  Printing  Ink  Color, 

Phix  Research  Laboratories.  3300  w 
Warren  Blvd.  Chicago,  III.,  a’nnt2»*; 
new  system  of  compounding  printing  inV 
colors.  The  system  depends  upon  the 
of  a  liquid  base,  known  as  Ink  Phix  whiA 
replaces  wax  and  grease  compounds  in  tS 
pressroom.  ' 

In  an  interview.  W.  P.  Knapp,  of  Phir 
Research  Laboratories,  said : 


The  average  printer  today  has  his  own  I 
methods  of  compounding  printing  i^  col-  I 
ors  with  the  use  of  media  such  as  grease  I 
and  wax  compounds  and  drying  bases.  He  I 
is  in  constant  fear  of  crystallization,  espe-  I 
cially  on  the  first  down  yellow  color  in 
process  work.  The  colors  that  follow  the 
yellow,  namely,  red,  blue  and  black,  have 
been  a  source  of  worry  to  the  pressman 
because  of  penetration  and  trapping.  The 
average  pressman  will  first  rely  on  a  grease 
compound  to  gain  penetration  and  trapping 
of  his  colors,  but  he  does  not  realize  that  ! 
by  doing  this  his  second  down  color,  ^e 
red,  is  driving  the  strength  into  the  yellow. 

To  blue  and  black,  more  grease  compound 
must  be  added.  They  thereby  have  what 
they  call  a  spread  penetration  on  the  last 
two  down  colors,  blue  and  black.  Inasmuch 
as  many  printing  firms  do  not  have  a  two 
or  four  color  press,  they  find  it  necessary 
to  run  the  process  colors  on  a  single  color 
press.  These  firms  find  that  they  must  re¬ 
sort  to  wax  and  grease  compounds  in  order 
to  relieve  themselves  of  printing  ink  trou¬ 
bles.  They  realize,  after  the  yellow  crystal¬ 
lizes  on  them,  that  the  trouble  begins  on 
the  last  three  down  colors,  red,  blue  and 
black.  The  same  trouble  is  experienced  with 
label  carton  and  letterpress  colors.  That  is 
what  we  call  the  old  system  of  compound¬ 
ing  printing  ink  colors. 

“Our  system  of  compounding  printing 
ink  colors  stops  crystallization  of  colors; 
speeds  up  drying;  and  permits  of  wonder¬ 
ful  trapping  and  setting  of  colors.  Printing 
firms  today  demand  speed  in  the  drying  of 
their  colors.  They  cannot  go  to  a  drying 
compound  such  as  paste  dryer  or  cobalt  to 
give  them  speed  and  if  they  add  a  little  too 
much  of  the  drying  cotnpound  in  the  ink, 
then  the  fear  of  crystallization  sets  in. 

“Our  liquid  base.  Ink  Phix,  has  an  ele¬ 
ment  that  speeds  up  drying  if  the  pressrnan 
follows  the  simple  rule  of  getting  air  into 
stock  one  hour  and  a  half  after  it  leaves  the 
press.  On  the  third  hour  the  stock  will  ^ 
dry  to  back  up  or  to  set_  other  colors  on  it 
That  is,  when  printing  is  done  on  a  large 
cylinder  presses.  When  a  vertical  press 
with  a  heat  unit  is  used,  the  speed  of  dry¬ 
ing  is  a  lot  faster.  We  advise  the  vertical 
pressman  to  put  air  into  his  stock  half  an 
hour  after  it  leaves  the  press  so  that  in  one 
hour  he  may  either  cut  his  stock  or  put  nis 


other  colors  on. 
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"The  combination  of  heat  and  air  into 
the  stock  gives  us  the  element  to  speed  up 
drying  of  the  colors.  During  penetration 
of  the  first  down  color,  yellow,  the  liquid 
base  will  open  the  pores  of  the  stock,  drop 
the  varnish  in  and  keep  the  pigment  oii  the 
surface  so  that  the  colors  that  follow  have 
something  to  trap  on.  It  gives  what  we  call 
direct  penetration,  not  a  spread  penetration 
of  the  wax  and  grease  compounds.  To 
prove  this  statement :  Take  a  process  or  a 
label  yellow  of  any  type,  and  add  a  little 
grease  or  wax  compound.  Then  check  it 
for  drying  and  penetration,  and  set  it  aside. 
Take  red,  blue  and  black  and  add  grease 
or  wax  compound,  then  print  them  over 
the  yellow. 


"As  against  that,  take  a  liquid  base,  add 
it  in  the  four  colors.  Print  the  yellow  first, 
set  it  aside  for  drying  and  penetration,  then 
print  the  three  colors,  red,  blue  and  black. 
Compare  them  against  the  color  with  the 
grease  and  the  wax  compound  for  drying 
and  setting.  The  results  will  be  startling. 
The  liquid  base  that  is  in  the  color  will 
give  a  sharper  printing,  faster  drying  and 
even  setting  of  colors.  When  adding  liquid 
base  to  halftone,  job,  book  or  process  blacks, 
we  advise  the  printer  to  add  a  little  cobalt 
dryer  to  it  because  of  the  different  type  of 
stock  and  climatic  conditions  of  the  different 
sections  of  the  country.  Liquid  base  will 
not  flatten  colors  or  kill  the  sheen  of  the 
pigment.

“The  retirement  of  this  stock  at  tt 
time,  said  Mr,  Becker,  ‘*has  been  ma* 
convenient  by  the  fact  that  the  Corporatii 
IS  issuing  a  million  dollars  of  10-year  debe 
tures  at  3^  per  cent  interest  to  be  amc 
tized  beginning  with  the  sixth  year, 
has  been  considered  advisable  to  take  a 
vantage  of  the  economy  and  the  saving 
axes  which  can  be  effected  by  paying  < 
the  preferred  stock  at  this  time.”
